I am inclined to tbink 


that the influence of the law, on the 
whole, is decidedly beneficial in helping 
to maintain a proper tone of public 
sentiment. 
The sale of liquors is kept 


out of sight as an illegal butinobs, and 
probably rcita liquor is sold than would 
bo if our system of prohibitory legWa- 
tion was repealed. 


Still, it is perfectly visionary, ro- 


mantic, unfounded expectation, if we 
may judge anything from (ho practical 
workings of the most efficient anti- 
liqiior laws which can possibly be en- 
acted, that any merely legal incn«nro.s 
will remove tho evils of intemperance 
from society. 
Mora! influences aro al- 


together tho most powerful, and only 
by tho vigorous and constant employ-

If it wore in a State where a public 


sentiment would not sustain a law like 
ours, I would favor the strongest and 
most effective law that could be enforced 
and sustiinud.

ism and crime. Nor cau I knc a

My impression is that 


our fir,st law of this kind was enacted 
in 1851, repoalc'.! in 1852, rc-onnctod in 
1853, and haa continued in force ever 
since, amending from time to time as its 
weaknesses wore exposed by cxpcrieuoc. 
Since 1853 no abatement in the strin- 
gency of its provisions has been made 
In tho mean time, every possible legal 
question has been settled by ihc courts, 
so that to-day its machinery is perfect, 
and, if put -in motion, will absolutely 
crush out liquor-soiling in all towns 
nnd cities having less than ten or fifteen 
thousand inhabitants. It is effective in 
tho largest cities, but cannot entirely 
stop illegal sales, any more than the 
laws agninst murder, theft, gambling, 
etc., can entirely prevent those crimes, 
or punish nil such criminals 
What 


has been the general result? Twenty- 
five years ngo the most of our grocery 
stores, all druggists, Jail hotels, both in 
city and country, sold liquors, nnd in 
my opinion the majority of grown men 
used them ns a beverage. 
Poverty, 


crime, suffering nnd ignorance prevail- 
ed ; our .jails were full, our farm-yards 
empty, the landlord rich, his neighbors 
for miles around poor ; his house well 
painted, glazed and blinded, and full of 
comfort; theirs unpaintcd, the windows 
atuffed with rags, the rooms full of 
nothing but sorrow. How is it to-day? 
The sale of liquor h'is fallen off more 
than two-thirds ; more than one half 
the State is absolutely free from it; the 
corner groceries and taverns have gone 
forever; so, too, have till the evidences 
of poverty and suffering. 
The jails in 


the three counties adjoining Franklin, 
Oxford and Somerset, have been tcti- 
antles? for more than a year, and I pre- 
sume the same is true of several other 
counties. 
In my own pity, Lcwiston, 


of 18,000 inhabitants, and in Auburn, 
just across the live:, of 10,000 more, 
not a hoti'l-keepei or Juii^Nl or grocer 
sells ndiop ol'liquor. 
01 uuuse, with 


our largo foreign population, liquor is 
suld in shautioa and dens, but it is a

againtt the .seller is eon-taut ;:nd vigor- 
ous.

doubt twn-thirds ot'tlio people wcio at 
heart opposed to i t , now (hoy could not 
be induced to repeal it.
